WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—())— 
Senate and house conferees reached 
agreement today at their first meeting 
to adjust differences over the admin- 
istration’s soil conservation subsidy 
bill. 

House changes were accepted in 
most instances, The conference report 
probably will be called up in the 
house tomorrow. Senate action also 
will be required before the AAA re- 
placement legislation can go to the 
White House. 

Fundamentally, the measure came 
out of the conference chamber still 
carrying the original broad powers 
for the secretary of agriculture — to 
make grants to farmers directly or 
through states for two years, to be 
followed by a permanent program of 
subsidies going only to states. that 
adopt federal formulas for crop con- 
trol through changing from commer- 
cial to soil-building crups. 

The conferees accepted the contro- 
versial house provision requiring the 
secretary of agriculture to re-estab- 
lish as fast as practicable the pre- 
war parity between the purchasing 
power of farm and nonfarm net in- 
come without discouraging produc- 
tion below the normal domestic hu- 
man consumption in the years of 
1920-29. :

Moreover, the British papers take 
these matters much more seriously 
than our papers do and the British 
subject has more reason to feel that 
his nation stands behind him and is 
willing to fight for his rights. 

Most of the Americans who have 
been in serious trouble in Germany 
were born in Germany and came back 
here on American passports to engage 
in business and there is probably a dis- 
position to create a distinction be- 
tween the citizenship of a _ native 
American and one that was born else- 
where. There’s no legal difference, 
however, and there’s only one type of 
American passport, but nevertheless 
the naturalized American is subject 
to greater risks than the native-born. 


British 
Reprisals. 


From long and intimate 
experience with the Ger- 
man character, the Brit- 
ish have adopted a,policy 
of meeting rough treatment with quick 
and vigorous resistance sometimes 
having the appearance of reprisals.

FTHIOPIAN TROOPS RAID 
COLONY OF FASCISTS 


Storehouses and Supplies 
Burned in Night Foray; 
Plane Brought Down. 


ADDIS ABABA, Feb. 25.—(&’)— 
Ethiopia claimed today its warriors 
had made a daring and successful raid 
into the Italian colony of Eritrea and 
destroyed a fascist base. 

Two communiques described the 
Ethiopians as victorious in action in 
the north. 

The object of the Eritrean raid, one 
communique said, was Amaga, on the 
Setit river, in the northwest section 
where kithiopia, Eritrea and the Ang- 
lo-Egyptian Sudan meet. 

“A strong detachment of the Wol- 
kait troops made a night raid = on 
Amaga, blew up an ammunition dump 
and burned four large storehouses and 
supplies,” said the announcement. 

The government also said an enemy 
plane had been brought down and that 
668 Italians have been slain in two 
Ethiopian victories on the northern 
front. 

A raid by Ras Imru’s forces near 
theh holy city of Aksum resulted in 
the killing of 412 [talians, the govern- 
ment asserted, and:

Former G. O. P.s Who Now 
Support Roosevelt Want 
- Federal Control. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—Former re- 
publicans who are now democrats and 
would vote for President Roosevelt 
are overwhelmingly in favor of concen- 
tration of power in the federal gov- 
ernment, according to an announce- 
ment made by the American Institute 
of Public: Opinion which is tabulating 
the results of a nation-wide poll on 
states’ rights. 

The question asked by the insti- 
tute on its ballots, which were sent 
to over 100,000 voters, was: ‘‘Which 
theory of government do you favor: 
concentration of power in the federal 
—? or in the state govern- 

ents?” : 

The “changed” republicans, now fol- 
lowers of Roosevelt, whose New Deal 
has tended to enlarge federal powers, 
voted 78 per cent in favor of federal 
concentration, against 22 per cent for 
concentration of power in state gov- 
ernments. 

Voters of the opposite type, those 
who were for Roosevelt in 1932 but 
would vote for a republican today, 
are opposed to concentration of power 
in the federal government. Their 
vote was 64 per cent in favor of strong 
state governments, and only 36 per 
cent for a strong federal power.
